RENEW starting this fall; 
83 of 90 parishes are set

Eighty-three of the 90 parishes in 
Imperial and San Diego Counties, along 
with the three Indian missions in the 
diocese under the care of the La Salette 
Fathers, will begin RENEW this fall. The 
official Oct. 9 starting date, however, 
does not mean that RENEW-related 
activity is not already taking place, noted 
Msgr. John A. Dickie, who heads the 
diocesan RENEW office. 


Feedback from parish coordinators to 
Msgr. Dickie has shown that RENEW 
will do best in those- parishes where the 
pastor is solidly committed to it, but that 
all the parishes scheduled to begin 
RENEW are generally well along in 
organizing their working committees. 
Key parishioners are meeting regularly to 
pray for RENEW’s success. 


RENEW IS a three-year ‘‘process’’ 
geared to parish and individual renewal 
in the Catholic faith. A series of six six- 
week ‘‘semesters’’ centered around the 


Cardinal hits incomplete teaching of the faith 


ARLINGTON, Va. (NC) — Too 
many Catholics today are receiving only 
part of the doctrine of the faith, Cardinal 
Silvio Oddi said in an address on ‘‘The 
Rights of the Catechized to the Truth”’ in 
Arlington July 9. 

It is necessary, said Cardinal Oddi, 
prefect of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
the Clergy, ‘‘to examine the right of every 
man, woman and child to hear the truth 
about God, and the corollary to this right, 
the obligation of the Church to insure that 
God’s truth is faithfully communicated.’’ 


TELLING THE truth means not 
forgetting, not leaving out anything that 
should be there, said the cardinal, adding 
that this may explain why many young 
people are neglecting their religious 
duties. 


If an essential aspect of a statement is 
omitted, the statement, regardless of how 
much truth it may hold, is false, the 
cardinal’said, ‘‘as not a few students have 
discovered to their chagrin when taking 
true and false examinations.”’ 


For example, ‘‘if we teach that Jesus 
was the most perfect man that.ever lived, 
we iightly emphasize His humanity ana 
His sinlessness and thus are able to 
explain to our students that Jesus 
understands what man is, and that they 
themselves, with His help, are capable of 
resisting temptation and imitating His 
loving example. 


“BUT WE must simultaneously 
emphasize that He is also God, for 
otherwise the redemption becomes 
logically and theologically impossible and 
Christianity collapses. Unless He is God, 
Jesus is incapable of reconciling man with 
His Father.”’ 

Truth is the conformity of the mind to 
external reality, he said. It demands 
submission to some reality outside 
oneself. 

‘‘Man wants to establish what is true 
and what is not all by himself, without 
reference to anything or anyone outside of 
him; we remain sons of Adam, heirs of his

A ‘right to the truth’ 


Kids’ bad reputation ‘unfair,’ says seminarian

SAN DIEGO — The “‘dirty, rotten, 
derelict’? reputation of teenagers from 
Southeast San Diego is unfair, a diocesan 
seminarian who works with the youths, 
said. 

‘People always think that they are 
destructive, but they are good kids,”’ 
Chris Michel, a fourth-year student at St. 
Francis Seminary, said. 


MICHEL WORKS at Our Lady of 
Angels Church with about 40 youngsters 
aged 13-16. The group helped refurbish 
the church, damaged by fire this year. 


Their program, which is not 
exclusively for parishioners, was set up by 
Michel with Ruth Marie Barreda, the 
parish’s director of catechetical ministry. 


Many of the youths don’t attend 
Church, but ‘‘from the beginning we said 
this is Christ-centered,’’ he said. The 
youths respect their group leader, the 
Church and God, Michel said. ‘‘They 
have that awareness that there is 


something reverent about the Church.”’ 
Ninety percent of them are from Spanish- 
speaking homes where small shrines and 
altars are not unusual. 


IN JUNE, Michel and the group 
began going to the beach, the zoo, parks 


anid baseball games. Sometimes they rent 
a video recorder and watch movies 

together.

5 of 6 Demo pres. hopefuls pro-abortion 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas (NC) — Five 
of six major Democratic presidential 
candidates, vying for electoral support 
from women, told the National Women’s 
Political Caucus convention in San 
Antonio July 10 that they favor legalized 
abortion. 


The five, former Vice President Walter 
Mondale and Sens. Alan Cranston of 
California, John Glenn of Ohio, Gary 
Hart of Colorado and Ernest Hollings of 
South Carolina, all espoused a ‘“‘pro- 
choice’’ position on abortion and backed 
the Equal Rights Amendment and equal 
pay for equal work. They criticized overly 
high military spending in their speeches. 


ANOTHER Democratic presidential 
hopeful, former Florida Gov. Reuben 
Askew, did not attend the convention. 

At the same convention, President 
Reagan was denounced for his policies, 
regarded as unfavorable to women. He 
opposes abortion and the Equal Rights 
Amendment, the -constitutional 
amendment to outlaw discrimination 
based on a person’s sex. 

Republican Kathy Wilson, 
chairwoman of the 73,000-member 
organization, described Reagan as a 
‘dangerous man’’ in regard to women’s 
rights. She said Reagan should not run 
for re-election. 


Sunday homily and small groups meeting 
and praying together with prepared study 
materials as a guide is at the heart of 
RENEW, along with the power of prayer.

SUPPORT — The U.S. Catholic 
Conference is supporting a bill which would let 
states use federal money to provide health care 
to 10 million unemployed workers who lost 
health insurance with their jobs. 

PRAYER MOVING — Two constitutional 
amendments on school prayer moved from the 
Senate Judiciary Committee to the Senate 
floor, one of them President Reagan’s version 
and the second providing only for silent 
prayer. The Judiciary Committee voted to 
send the proposals to the Senate without a 
recommendation after a change supported by 
the president and fundamentalist Christian 
groups to prohibit the government from 
writing the prayer to be used.

HIT THE BOOK — The greatest need for 
evangelization through Bible study is among 
baptized Catholics, especially American 
Catholics, said Father Gerard Sloyan, an 
editor of the New American Bible. American 
Catholics over 40 ‘‘had to know the important 
elements of biblical faith without actual eye 
contact with the book itself,’’ he said. They 


. were raised with the idea that ‘‘awareness of 


the contents of the Bible was not necessary,”’ 
he added. 

DISSOLVED — The San Francisco 
archdiocesan Commission on Social Justice 
has dissolved its Task Force on Gay and 
Lesbian Issues after members of the task force 
held a press conference announcing that they 
rejected the archdiocese’s recent plan of 
ministry to homosexuals. The plan holds that 
homosexual acts are immoral, but homosexual 
orientation itself is not, and that personal 
dignity, human and civil rights should not be 
denied or infringed because of homosexual 
orientation. 

‘STEWARDS’ — Politics is meant to be ‘‘a 
Christian vocation,’’ 
or self interest; Cardinal Humberto Medeiros 
of Boston said in a pastoral letter. The nearly 
7,000-word pastoral, titled ‘‘Stewards of This 
Heritage,”’ is a ‘‘religious and moral reflection 
upon the vocation to public service in 
politics.”’ 

‘MILESTONES’ — Newly-elected 
National Right to Life Committee president 
Jean Doyle called the recent Supreme Court 
and Senate actions upholding legal abortions 
“milestones rather than millstones’? at an 
NRL convention. Recent decisions that 
defended abortions ‘‘served to further 
galvanize our forces nationwide and that’s a 
positive thing,’’ Mrs. Doyle said. 

POLITICIZING — Cardinal Josef 
Glemp, primate of Poland, left Rome for 
Warsaw after strongly criticizing the 
international media for their ‘‘insistence on 
seeing everything in a political light’’ in 
Poland. Cardinal Glemp, the 54-year-old 
archbishop of Warsaw and Gniezo, assailed 
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the world press during a July 10 Mass in St. 
Stanislaus Church, the Polish national parish 
in Rome. 

TO BULGARIA — The chief investigator 
of the 1981 attempt on the life of Pope John 
Paul II flew to Sofia, Bulgaria, to interrogate. 
several people linked to the attempt by the 
convicted papal assailant, Mehmet Ali Agca. 
The departure came three days after Agca, a 
24-year-old Turk who is serving a life sentence 
in Italy for his attempt to kill Pope John Paul 
II, said publicly that he had been trained by 
the KGB and that the murder attempt ‘‘was 
done by the Bulgarian secret services.’’ 

‘COUP SPIRIT’ — As Argentina prepares 
to vote for its first civilian government since 
1976, the nation’s Catholic bishops have 
opposed a “‘coup spirit’’ within the military 
and defended the need to return to 
constitutional rule. The bishops’ statement 
coincided with a wave of rumors that groups 
within the military opposed to elections were 
planning a coup against the current military 
leaders. 

BLESSED — Pope John Paul II bypassed 
red tape to rule that Fra Angelico, a Florentine 
painter of the early Renaissance, is worthy of 
the name ‘“‘blessed’’ popularly bestowed on 
him for centuries. In a document sent to the 
Rome headquarters of the Dominican order, 
the pope set Feb. 18 as the date when Blessed 
Angelico may be honored in Catholic liturgies 
throughout the world.

You have to Christianize the culture 


It has been said that the true test of 
our Catholic missionary effort will be 
Japan, a modern state with its own 
religion and where traditional methods 
of mission promotion would be out of 
place. They don’t need mission schools, 
mission clinics, mission farms. Japan is 
not the Third World, the deprived world. 


Father George Gemeinder, a Divine 
Word priest, has been a missionary in 
Japan for 52 years. He acknowledges 
that the number of Catholics in Japan is 
small and growing slowly, but he has 
high hopes of the eventual penetration 
of Catholic ideas into Japanese culture. 


“A country of great modern culture 
becomes Christian through a slow and 
gradual Christianization of the culture,’’ 
he says. In terms of evangelization,

“registered best results’ of the mission 
countries. ‘The Christianization of 
Japanese culture has taken giant steps, 
and | have had the fortune of living 
through it in this last half-century.”

year helped to dissipate prejudice 
among the Japanese. This prejudice was 
against Christianity as a ‘’foreign’’ 
religion. The Japanese know that 
Christianity is a world religion and that 
by the year 2000 the majority of 
Catholics will be in Africa, in Latin 
America and the southern part of Asia. 


Even schools textbooks, cleared by 
the Japanese authorities, give 
Christianity an objective place, both in 
present day terms and in history. ‘All 
this would have been impossible and 
unthinkable 50 years ago,’ comments 
the Divine Word missionary. The Bible 
sells two to three million copies a year, 
a best seller. The expression ‘’All men 
are brothers’ is part of the Japanese 
mentality. 


Japanese culture is certainly not 
Christian and still has many pagan and 
neo-pagan elements with regard to 
feeling and thinking, but Christian 
missionary activity is starting to show 
results. Their witness is the most 
important factor, translated in love of 
God and love of man.

SPRING VALLEY — A girl from 
Belfast, Northern Ireland, who spent part 
of last summer with a Catholic family 
here, is back again. 


“We wanted Siobahn back. She’s like 
one of. the family,’’ Michelle Arnold, 
mother of five, said. 


SIOBAHN McEVOY, 14, also 
became part of Santa Sophia parish 
during her six week stay last year. She 
was a student in Sonshine Summer, the 
parish’s vacation catechetical program. 
This summer, Siobahn is a CCD aide. 


Her parish priest in Belfast chose her as 
a participant in the Children’s 
Committee, which lines up American 
homes for Irish children to visit. Last 
year, several families in Santa Sophia 
parish welcomed the visitors into their 
homes. 


Siobahn (pronounced Shuh — von) fit 
right into the Arnold family and joined 
them on excursions to Disneyland and 
Idaho, where they river rafted and 
camped. 


DONOVAN ARNOLD, 9Q, liked 
having Siobahn with them at Disneyland 
because the family could break up into 
three even groups (his parents, Siobahn 
and his 13-year-old sister Reenie, and 
Donovan and his 11-year-old brother 
Tige.) 

When the Arnolds offered to pay 
Siobahn’s way back this summer, she 
eagerly agreed ‘‘to see the family and to 
have the sun’’ to get a tan, she said. 


Siobahn, one of six children of a Belfast 
family, sees few differences between Mass 
in Spring Valley and her city. 
Churchgoers in Belfast don’t join hands 
during the Lord’s Prayer, she said, 
indicating she favors the recent American 
custom. 


SHE IS reluctant to talk about the 
conflict in Northern Ireland (the Arnolds,

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half stays at the church hall for workshops 
in cooking, macrame and other skills 
taught by parish volunteers. Some of the 
group members attend Mass Thursdays 
at 6 p.m. 


Most of the activities take money, 
which is in short supply in the low-income 
neighborhood, so Father Ned Brockhaus, 
pastor of Our Lady of Angels, set aside a 
small budget for the program. Local 
businesses have donated funds too. 


THE YOUTHS are usually asked to 
pay half the amount of an activity. The 
youths earned $250 for sports equipment 
by holding a raffle after Mass in June. 
They sold hot dogs and soft drinks in a 
booth in front of a North Park liquor 
store. 


‘‘They don’t have much, so anything 
you do with them, they really respond,”’ 
the seminarian said. He thinks children in 
the lower economic class are easier to 
reach than middle class youths who. “‘are 
using their money for Pacman.”’ 


Poorer youths ‘‘are in need and I have 
something to offer them...The kids are 
very responsive, you just have to show 
you are a little concerned...You can’t 
show that you are afraid at all — just be 
willing,’’ Michel said. 


WHEN MICHEL was trying to 
decide how to spend his free summer 
hours, inner-city work appealed to him 
because, as a New York native, he 
worked in Bedford-Stuyvesant, a slum 
that ‘‘makes Watts look like 
Disneyland,’’ he said. 


The youth worker admitted there is 
some risk involved in his ministry. ‘“The 
priestly living can be secure, but I try to 
take risks. The Church has always been 


out of politeness, never broach the 
subject), but said what must seem 
shocking to outsiders ‘‘just takes some 
getting used to’’ for Northern Irishmen. 


Reenie Arnold, thinks having Siobahn 
visit is like having a friend stay overnight 
— with the added attraction of learning 
about the differences of being raised in 
countries an ocean apart. 


The best thing about having the visitor, 
Tige said, is she helps with household 
chores and ‘‘the work gets done faster.”’ 


BEFORE THE Trish girl came last 
summer, she had some apprehensions. ‘‘I 
didn’t know if I could get used to their 
ways,’ she said. 


She soon discovered she wasn’t the only 
one who was nervous. ‘‘When she first 
came, everyone was staring at her while 
she ate,’’ Tige said.

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compensation, in the parish. The 
RENEW committee structure at Blessed 
Sacrament was established during the 
winter, and there are up to four different 
meetings taking place each week during 
the summer to prepare for the fall start 
date, he said. 


THE RENEW coordinator at St. 
Catherine Laboure parish is Mrs. Diane 
Hanlon, who notes that both Father 
William Cuddihy, the pastor, and his 
associate, Father Eugene Fischer, have 
already preached RENEW at Sunday 
Mass. The core team*has been meeting 
since April, and somé’of the working 
committees have started to meet on a 
regular basis, along with the chairmen of 
the small groups (to be composed of 10-12 
people, where most of the parishioners 
will directly experience RENEW).

parish as a whole at the Sunday Masses 
July 24, and all committees have been 
functional for the past two months. The 
only thing still needed at this point are 
additional committee members and some 
facilitators for the home prayer and study 
groups, said Mr. Zbacnik. 


Still in its initial stage, RENEW has 
meant personal renewal for personnel 
already involved, he added. “‘I’ve been 
getting up an hour-and-a-half early to 
read Scripture and to meditate.

Preaching against the ‘big bomb’ 
not an easy job — but necessary 


A new urgency about peace lives in the U.S. Church 
today. Bishops are condemning nuclear weapons and 
people are listening. 

_ Through our bishops the Second Vatican Council’s 
message is reaching all corners of the Church in our 
country: ‘‘Any act of war aimed indiscriminately at the 
destruction of entire cities or of extensive areas along with 
their population is a crime against God and man himself.’’ 


Some Catholics, however, remain unconvinced. They 
are devoted to the Church, but they also know Christian 
love must be realistic. They cannot understand how the 
bishops can base their condemnation of nuclear war upon 
Christian love, if the love of Jesus also demands that we 
protect our loved ones. Has not our nuclear arsenal been 
our protection thus far? 


The concern of these Catholics must be addressed. Love 
does indeed demand realism just as it demands the foolish, 
the difficult and even crucifixion. 


Can the bishops teach in the name of Jesus that we 
dismantle our nuclear armaments and then lose to the 
communists? Can the U.S. follow the Christ-like ideal of 
the bishops, if this teaching is unrealistic and impractical? 


I believe that the love of Jesus does demand nuclear 
disarmament. I believe also that disarmament is realistic 
and practical. It is nuclear war preparation that. is 
unrealistic and naive. 


Nuclear weapons are a result of hiding from reality in a 
lie. 


Nuclear armaments are made possible by the big lie that 
the world is divided into good countries and evil countries. 
In this naive view of the world, one’s own country is good. 
It does not want war, but it must protect itself from the 
cunning, evil enemy. It is because the enemy is so evil that 
good people should build and build and build nuclear 
arms. 

This lie is attractive because it is true the enemy has 
some evil. 

What makes it a lie, however, is the refusal to see that 
people are pretty much the same the world over. We are all 
a mix of good and evil. We all have dreams and hopes. We 
all can be driven to fear others. We are all human. 


If enough of us believe the lie that there are good 
countries and evil countries, we build bombs. We refuse to 
regard the enemy as people. We ban visits, discourage 
contacts, misinterpret motives. We refuse to see ourselves 
and our enemies as similar. For example, we condemn 
killing in Afghanistan but pay for it in El Salvador. 


To preach Christ is not easy. 


It is hard to preach against the big bomb. It is harder to 
preach against the big lie. 


But we must preach. 
We must learn that the bomb we have is like no other. 


We must also learn that the enemies we target are like 
ourselves.

‘Ironic’ 

While I certainly do not favor the 
mailing of contraceptive advertisements 
to people’s homes I find it very ironic that 
the Supreme Court’s recent decision 
allowing this practice would cause so 
much concern for parents on both sides of 
the issue of sex education. 


On one -side are parents with the 
Planned Parenthood mentality favoring 
dissemination of detailed contraceptive 
information to young people as a means 
of reducing so-called ‘‘unwanted’’ 
pregnancies. These parents should realize 
two things, first, that most of the single 
pregnant women I see in my practice 
were either not worried enough about 
their becoming pregnant to want to 
bother with contraception, or they 
actually wanted to get pregnant for a 
variety of reasons. These reasons vary 
from wanting welfare money available to 
single pregnant women to live on their 
own to the idea that having a baby will 
make up for a poor home situation, 
loneliness, or keep their boyfriend 
around. (Incidentally, such babies are at 
greater risk for physical and psychological 
child abuse.) 


The second thing these parents should 
realize is that it is impossible to discuss 
sexuality and birth control responsibly 
without emphasizing the moral 
implications that are so important here. 
This certainly would not be done in home 
advertisements for contraceptives (nor in 
the public schools for that matter.) 


On the other side are parents who 
oppose such mailings for fear that their 
children and teenagers might see them 
and be given an irresponsible impression 
of sexuality. It is ironic that many of these 
parents also allow their family to watch 
popular movies and TV shows which 
frequently show or imply that casual 
sexual activities are acceptable and even 
humorous. It seems obvious that such 
shows are far more effective at teaching 
teenagers irresponsible attitudes toward 
sexuality than an occasional contraceptive 
ad in the mail.

Attend Sunday Mass 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II-has urged U.S. - 


Catholics to attend Sunday Mass. 


In an English-language talk to 14 U.S. bishops, who came 
“from Baltimore, the primatial See of the United States, to 
Fairbanks in Alaska,’’ the pope urged them to lead Americans 
“‘to an ever greater conviction of the sacredness of the Lord’s 
Day,”’ and to ‘‘full and active participation’ in Sunday Mass. 


Various surveys in recent years have shown that about half of 
U.S. Catholic adults attend Mass on a typical Sunday, although 
there is evidence that Catholic churchgoing stopped declining in 
the mid-1970s and has risen slightly since then. 


“‘Despite changes in society and different types of pressures, as 
well as various difficulties, may they continue to the full extent of 
their power to maintain that great tradition fostered in your land 
of sanctifying the Sunday and holy days of obligation,’’ he said. 


Pope John Paul, who had met privately with each of the 
bishops during the week, said that ‘‘the strengthening of the 
Lord’s Day’’ was one of ‘‘the many relevant topics which the 
(U.S.) episcopal conference offered to my consideration.”’ 


He called on the bishops “‘to strengthen the understanding of 
the faithful and their appreciation of their role in eucharistic 
worship.”’ 


“‘Participating in the Eucharist is only a small portion of the 
laity’s week, but the total effectiveness of their lives and all 
Christian renewal depends on it: the primary and indispensable 
source of the true Christian spirit,’’ the pope said. 


Pope John Paul told the U.S. bishops that participation in the 
Sunday Mass and Eucharist also contributes to ‘‘many aspects of 
the church’s life,’’ including evangelization, vocations, marriage 
and the family, and catechesis.

‘The lived experience’ 


A vocation is simply, and yet mysteriously, a call — a call 
spoken by God and addressed to individual men and women who 
are invited to respond through action or service. Biblical history 
records dozens of examples: God called Moses to lead his people 
out of Egypt; He called David to be the just King of Israel; He 
called Mary to be the loving mother of His Son; He called Joseph 
to provide for Mary and Jesus; He called John the Baptist to a 
life of self sacrifice and martyrdom; He called Peter to preach the 
death and resurrection of Jesus. 


And subsequent history furnished even more examples: God’s 
call to Elizabeth Ann Seton to guide and to teach young people; 
His call to Mother Teresa of Calcutta to feed and clothe the poor; 
His call to Thomas Merton to a life of prayer and contemplation; 
His call to Dr. Thomas Dooley to suffer patiently his own 
terminal illness. 


Today, God is still calling all of us to follow the way of His Son 
— dying to self so that we may live forever. But, within this 
universal call to Christian holiness, there is a more personal call 
for each individual to express, through action or attitude, his or 
her own unique personality and talents; usually this is done 
through one of the four traditional vocational choices: being a 
married person, single person, priest or Religious. 


Why God calls a person to a particular action and state in life is 
unknown; from man’s perspective the only answer is the 
mysterious providence of the Creator. 


But while knowledge about call and the various vocations in 
life is important, of greater importance is the lived experience of 
the People of God being faithful to their vocation by giving 
positive and inspiring example, and by creating a community of 
loving and serving people.

Poor Sisters of Nazareth a 


In 1934, the Sisters received the property of an 
apartment house at 2505 West Sixth St. in Los Angeles 
called the Asbury Apartments. They were to be used for 
the care of the elderly, and were to be called St. John’s 
Nazareth House. Also, by this time, the Sisters were 
residing in a Nazareth House on Kenmore Avenue in 
Hollywood, with Mother Cyprian in charge. 


Back in San Diego the new superior of Nazareth was 
*Mother Joseph Fidelis. Bishop Buddy had been in charge 
of the San Diego Diocese since 1936. He organized a 
committee under the chairmanship of Leroy E. 
Goodbody to raise funds for a ‘‘natatorim’’ in June of 
1942. But World War II intervened, and by August of 
1945, plans for the swimming pool were resumed, the cost 
for which would eventually reach $8,283.90. Work 
actually began in April of 1948 when Mother M. 
Genevieve of the Van Nuys Nazareth House sent down 
her plans and specifications for the pool. Bishop Buddy 
asked the Sisters to pay the final bill as more money went 
into construction than was in the original fund. They 
were also asked to pay for the upkeep of the pool. 


IT WAS THE custom of the Sisters to go out 
‘collecting’ every year since their arrival in the U.S. 


Moral Perspectives

What we are really called to accomplish is not by any 
means clear to all of us. We know we are called to build of 
the Kingdom of God but are not at all sure we are “‘up to 
it,’’ it sounds so self-denying and arduous! Viewing the 
prospect down through the long perspective of 
ordinariness, it appears exhausting at times. But, as 
Father Peter van Breemen says, the Kingdom of God is 
never built at our personal expense, but always for our 
benefit and is what constitutes our only enduring 
happiness. 


‘*THE WILL OF God is precisely this: that man be 
man to the full...’’ (liberated ladies, make that woman and 
man!) ‘‘His concern is for our happiness, for the 
plenitude of our human nature and for the achievement of 
perfect peace that will be found only in the unfolding of 
our whole being.”’ 

This is what is meant to be going on during ordinary 
times, an integration of all God was telling us in seasons 


. past, a response to the call He sounded in a very intimate 


and personal way at Easter and Christmas. Not waiting 
complacently for Christ the King and Advent to sweep us 
into a flurry of emotion and sense of well-being, but 
working steadily towards becoming more completely 
ourselves through hope and confidence in God’s promises 
of union with Himself. 


Actually, it is a blessing to have this time to reflect 
where we stand both personally and spiritually and 
whether we are in motion, ahead or in reverse, or 


They had always received a letter of authorization from 
the bishop so that pastors would have no doubt as to the 
purpose of the solicitation. However, in 1943, Bishop 
Buddy wrote a rather strong letter to the superior of the 
time in which he forbade the Sisters from entering any 
apartment or rooming house when making collections, 
and they were not to enter any home or clubhouse 
occupied by bachelors or widowers. They were also to 
refrain from all conversations and opinions regarding the 
war and the affairs of the diocese. 


After the war, the Mother House in Hammersmith 
held a general election for a new Mother General. In 
September of 1946, Mother Emmanuel Mary was 
elected, an act that caused much joy in the San Diego 
Nazareth Community. As a result of the same elections, 
Sister Joseph Fidelis was sent to Nazareth House in 
Belfast, Ireland, and Sister Patricia Magdalen became 
the new superior in San Diego. She was later followed by 
Sister M. Pachomias in 1952. 

In the month of November, 1955, Bishop Buddy wrote 
to the Mother House in London asking the Sisters to take 
over the administration of the diocesan orphanage known 
as St. Boniface’s School in Banning. The Sisters of St. 


Nuclear morality — 


The basic utility of nuclear weapons lies in the threat 


they convey. The oral paradox is thus clear: we threaten 


to do what it would be immoral to execute, all in order to 
deter the execution: 


We previously noted the problematic of unilateral 
disarmament: greater fear would be engendered, the risk 
of conflict would be increased and the intention of other 
world powers would not be adequately considered. 
Margaret Thatcher has addressed this latter point clearly: 
‘‘The lesson is that disarmament and good intentions on 
their own do not ensure peace.”’ 


THE MORAL aand political paradox posed by 
deterrence is concisely stated in Gaudium et Spes, 
analyzed in terms of ‘“‘intention’’.in To Live in Christ 
Jesus, and refined in Cardinal Krol’s testimony in 
support of Salt II ratification (see...Church in the Modern 
World, 81; To Live in Christ Jesus, 34). 


To Live in Christ Jesus teaches that it is wrong to attack 
civilian populations and to threaten to attack them as part 
of a strategy of deterrence. Cardinal Krol thus insisted 
that the use of strategic nuclear weapons and the 
declared intent to use them as part of a deterrence policy 
are both wrong (see Origins, 1979, p. 197). 


At the same time, however, both Cardinal Krol and 
subsequently Pope John Paul II have insisted that 
negotiations move in such a direction that nuclear 
stockpiles be reduced and that nuclear deterrence has 
been an “‘interim toleration’”’ and not ‘‘an end in itself.”’ 


AS WE PROGRESS in this moral analysis, we must 
here recall St. Augustine’s central premise that war is 
both the result of sin and a tragic remedy for sin in the life 
of political societies. For Augustine, then, no war was 
really just; rather a resort to war was sometimes justified. 
It was always an evil; but may at times be tolerated as a 
lesser evil. 


In this tradition, therefore, war must always be brought 
under control. The twin themes of the ‘‘just war 
tradition’’ addressed this need for control. In other 
words, there must be justifiable reasons why a country 
would go to war (jus ad bellum) and even after this decision 
has been made, limitations on the use of force in the war 
must be honored (jus in bello). 


These twin themes are further specified in these 
criteria: war must be declared by a competent authority; 
for a just cause; with a right intention; as a last resort; 
with the probability of success; under the terms of 
proportionality; and by a just means (i.e., 
discrimination). 


virtually at a standstill: as regards our freedom to be 
wholly ourselves. Usually what keeps us from being most 
completely the persons we are designed to be is our own 
fear. 


WE HAVE MANY forms of fear. Perhaps our 
prevailing one is fear of making a fool of ourselves in some 
way; perhaps it is fear of what others may think or say; 
perhaps it is fear of letting down our defenses and finding 
ourselves vulnerable to pain or change — and change can 
be painful. Maybe our fears are really a lack of faith, an 
uncertainty that if we do not open ourselves to God and 
release all those hard-won coping mechanisms, we will 
find, not Him, but emptiness! 


In any case, this is a good time to distance ourselves 
from such things as fear and anxiety, and take a good, 
hard look at the kind of persons we are and in what 
direction we are pointed. It doesn’t have to be a 
threatening exercise. The only person we have to answer 
to is God and He already knows exactly who and where 
we are. And if He is prepared to accept and forgive us — 
and He always is — we really have no need to be afraid to 
come to know ourselves better and become freer, more 
open persons, better able to receive and give love, better 
able to help Him build His Kingdom. 

From that vantage point, the desert can be seen to be 
full of activity and life and the long plain of ordinariness 
begins to look like the rising stairway. Thank God! 


(Conclusion) 


Joseph of Carondelet were in charge of the school which 
they did not relinquish until 1956. He made an unusual 
statement in this letter which would be refuted today, 
saying that, ‘‘the Sisters of St. Joseph do not have the 
‘know-how’ of becoming ‘mother figures’ for neglected 
children.’’ A rather strong statement especially since at 
that time one of the important ministries of the Sisters was 
the care of over 25 orphanages throughout the U.S. The 
Sisters had operated the Banning institute for’66 years. 


THE PRESENT Nazareth Retirement Home in San 
Diego was constructed in 1971 with money received from 
the sale of 22 acres of land on the western side of Nazareth 
House. The Sisters serve 135 elderly residents, including 
15 retired priests, and teach 314 school children. 


From their humble beginning in 1924, the Poor Sisters 
of Nazareth now operate, in the United States, five homes 
for the aged, two parish schools, one children’s home and 
a novitiate, in the Dioceses of Fresno, San Diego, and 
Madison, and the Archdioceses of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco.

HOW DO THESE seven specifying criteria address 
the moral problems of the nuclear age? Any nuclear 
exchange, even a so-called limited tactical exchange, 
seriously risks violating the proportionality principle. 


In addition, under zo circumstances may nuclear 
weapons be used for the purpose of destroying population 
centers or predominantly civilian targets, thus violating 
the principle of discrimination. 

The traditional principles of the ‘‘just war theology”’ 
are still operative, then, from a moral point of view; not 
because they justify war, but because they limit reasons 
for war (jus ad bellum) and action within war (jus in bello). 


‘“*TOTAL WAR,”’ therefore, is never permissible under 
Catholic and natural law principles. From all that we now 
know about nuclear weaponry and its results, does not 
nuclear war fall under the rubric of total war; and thus 
under the moral condemnation of ‘‘never permitted’’ and 
‘*always evil?’’ 

Let us recall the homily of John Paul II at Coventry 
Cathedral, Great Britain (May 30, 1982): 

“Today, the scale and the horror of modern warfare — 


whether nuclear or not — makes it totally unacceptable as 
a means of settling differences between nations. War 
should belong to the tragic past, to history; it should find 
no place on humanity’s agenda for the future.”’ 
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Orders separate services for 
R.C.-Episcopalian congregation 


NORFOLK, Va. (NC) — Bishop 
Walter Sullivan of Richmond,Va., has 
ordered a joint congregation of Catholics 
and Episcopalians in Norfolk to conduct 
separate worship services so they can be 
“faithful to the liturgy as one unit.”’ 


Catholics and Episcopalians at the 
Church of the Holy Apostles have been 
sharing a Sunday service, through the 
homily and Nicene creed,’ with 
permission of Bishop Sullivan and 
Episcopal Bishop C. Charles Vache of 
Southern Virginia. However, Bishop 
Sullivan said he did not think the Mass 
could be arbitrarily separated into the 
Liturgy of the Word and Liturgy of the 
Eucharist. It must be one liturgy, he said. 


FATHER RAYMOND Barton, 


Catholic pastor, said he and. Father- 


Donald Gross, the Episcopal pastor, will 
abide by the bishop’s decision. 


The congregation now will share a 10- 
to 15-minute ‘‘pre-service,’’ then go to 
separate rooms in the same building to 
celebrate regular liturgies, Father Barton 
said. After the post-Eucharistic prayer, 
the two groups will join for a prayer and 
refreshments. 


Bishop Sullivan said the congregation 
of 100 families — about two-thirds 
Catholic and one-third Episcopalian — 
was ‘‘not a schismatic group’? and had

been very faithful to the Church. 


- “THERE HASN’T been any playing 
around with one another’s tradition,’’ the 


bishop said. 


After a study by the Catholic and 
Episcopal dioceses, the Church of the 
Holy Apostles was established in 1977, 
said Father Barton. At first, the 
congregation shared a pre-service, then 
separated for their liturgies. 


In 1978, the two bishops agreed to let 
the congregation share the service 
through the reciting of the creed. Each 
group used its own official liturgical book, 
Father Barton said, and the books are 
very similar. 


AFTER THE creed, the priests would 
go to separate altars in the same room to 
celebrate the Liturgy of the Eucharist. 
The Catholic and Episcopalian 
Eucharistic prayers used were almost 
identical, the pastor said, since they were 
translations of a common canon. 


“We have always had two altars so the 
distinction would be very obvious,’’ he 
said. 


To receive Communion, the Catholics 
would gather around one altar and the 
Episcopalians around another. 


“THERE HAS not been _inter- 
Communion,’’ Father’ Barton 
emphasized. 


He said the service was “‘ideal for 
ecumenical couples,’’ who could worship 
at the same place without giving up their 
traditions. About one-third of the 
congregation is ecumenical couples, he 
said. 

The priest said Bishop Sullivan has 


been ‘‘a very pastoral bishop”’ in working 
with the congregation.

deviant self-centered propensities,’ he 
said. 


“BUT TRUTH is not, of course, 
determined by personal opinion, it rests 
on objective reality. Not far from this 
spot, as a matter of fact, Pope John Paul 
II defined truth as ‘a surrender to 
reality,’ ’’ Cardinal Oddi said. 


‘‘God gave every human being the 
right to the truth, that is to a knowledge of 
Him as He is, undistorted by human 
attempts to reduce the creator to the level 
of creature,’’ he said. 


Children often are not taught enough 
solid doctrine, the cardinal complained. 


‘“*THE TRINITY cannot be 
mentioned because the child will not 
understand it. Sin cannot be mentioned 
because the child will acquire a guilt 
complex. Hell cannot be mentioned 
because the child will be traumatized. 
The evil of divorce cannot be mentioned 
because so many of the child’s relatives 


are. 


‘*No catechist has the right to deny the 
child knowledge of the fundamentals of 
the faith,’’ Cardinal Oddi stressed. 


Recent innovations in the Church have 
confused some people unnecessarily, the 
cardinal continued, because many times 
the reasons behind the changes were not 
explained clearly and seldom was the 
distinction between the substance and the 
accidents of the faith made clear. 


‘““OF COURSE, there have not been 
lacking those who were unwilling to. stop 
at prescribed changes and went on to 
institute substantial changes on their own. 
initiative, for example, offering the 
Eucharist to those who do not believe that 
Christ is truly present in that sacrament. 
But such exaggerations do not invalidate 
the legitimate need for periodic 
improvements in the pastoral life of the 
church,”’ he said.

Bishop Leo T. Maher signed a six- 
month lease for a 32,000 square-foot 
warehouse with 5,000 square feet of 
freezer space. The diocese will pick up a 
monthly tab estimated as high as $20,000 
for the facility. The warehouse will enable 
SHARE to make economical bulk 
purchases weeks in advance of a food 
distribution. 


SHARE (SELF Help and Resource 
Exchange) is sponsored by the San Diego 
diocese through its St. Vincent de Paul 
Center, but has support that cuts across 


_ denominational lines. The program 


allows families to purchase about 50 
pounds of food for $15 and the promise of 
two hours of volunteer. work °in . the 
community. 


The bishop made the warehouse 
announcement at a press conference and 
gathering of SHARE volunteers July 11 
at the new facility, located near the 
diocesan offices on the University of San 
Diego campus. ‘‘I am overwhelmed at the 
dedication of the people I see here before 
me,’’ Bishop Maher said. 


‘““SHARE has served over one 
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million pounds of food in the past two 
months. Now, with our own warehouse 
and our own freezers, we not only can 
serve a million pounds of food every 
month, but we can receive donations of 
perishable and unperishable foods,’’ the 
bishop added. 


THE U. S. Department of Agriculture 
has approved SHARE’s 100 host 
organizations as redemption centers for 
food stamps, allowing use of the stamps 
for SHARE purchases, Deacon Carl 
Shelton, the program director, said. 


Welfare recipients will be notified of 
their eligibility to participate in SHARE, 
Deacon Shelton added. The San Diego 
County Department of Social Services 
will send the notices along with welfare 
payments beginning in August. 

Juvenile Court Judge Robert O’Neill, 
a parishioner at St. Brigid Church, said 
the county probation department will use 
the SHARE warehouse as a location for 
the work release program.

Franciscan Father Bruce Ritter, in a 


newsletter, has brought to light an 
important pornography decision which 
went largely unreported by New York 
newspapers or television stations. 


Father Ritter reported that two men, 
Clement D’Allessio of Farmingville, 
N.Y., and Scott Hyman of Forest Hills, 
N.Y., were sentenced to jail for a term of 
two to seven years, the first convictions 
under the newly upheld New York State 
child pornography law. 

ALTHOUGH this is a landmark case, 
not a word of the convictions appeared on 
television or in the newspapers. When 
Hyman and D’Allessio were sentenced, 


the three papers each carried a minor 
news story, but the networks continued to 
ignore it. 

Father Ritter gave a full account of just 
what it was that Hyman and D’Allessio 
did in his April newsletter, which just 
came to my attention. 


Father Ritter said that the films 
supplied by D’Allessio and sold by 


_ Hyman (unfortunately for him, one of his 


customers was an undercover policeman) 
depicted 14 children between the ages of 
seven and 14 engaging in explicit adult 
sexual activity. The children wore torn 
and dirty clothing. They were obviously 
undernourished, and they showed signs of 
ill-treatment, such as welts and bruises. 


“‘ONE NINE-year-old boy appeared 


Books: Father Greeley’s Hell... 


ASCENT INTO HELL, By Father 
Andrew M. Greeley. Warner Books 
(New York, 1983). 367 pp., $16.50. 


Ascent Into Hell by Father Andrew M. 
Greeley is the story, and a lurid one, of a 
failed priest, Hugh Donlon. 


Born into a wealthy Irish Catholic 
family of Chicago, he is not only 
handsome, charming, devout, but a 
brilliant student and top-notch athlete. 
While still a seminarian he meets Maria 
Mafredy, beautiful (Rembrandt eyes, no 
less), charming, devout, brilliant and 
sexy. Maria almost turns Hugh from 
celibacy and the priesthood. But not for 
long. 


AFTER A dismal experience as an 
assistant parish- priest, in which the old 
established fashions confront the new, 
Donlon becomes involved with a: 
beautiful, charming, etc., nun, Sister 

- Elizabeth. Pregnant, she leaves her order 
and he leaves the priesthood. 


They marry, and the reader is treated 
to a wild sequence of eyents. Hugh, 
desperately unhappy and adrift, alienated 
from family, wife and children, becomes a 


broker at the Chicago Board of Trade,’ 


among other activities in and out of the 
bedroom. A short term as ambassador to 
a primitive African country precedes a jail 
sentence for swindling, all of which give 
Father Greeley a chance to provide thrills 
and chills. 


Interspersed with the action are chunks 
of philosophy and pieces of sermons. His 
mouthpieces are assorted clergymen and 
the gorgeous Maria (who, despite coming 
from the wrong part of Chicago, becomes 
a bank president.) 

FATHER GREELEY can be 
sardonically amusing at times. His 
description of a Christmas Mass at 
‘Christ Commune,’’ for example: 


“The reader wore a Santa Claus

costume and the director of song a South 
Sea sarong, for which she lacked the 
figure. The bread of the Eucharist was 
brandied plum pudding and the wine was 
steaming wassail.’’ 


The priests wore ‘‘white placards 
around their necks,’’ one of which read, 
‘‘Joseph, killed by American 
bombs...They offered prayers asking God 
to rain destruction on the Dow Chemical 
Company and urging the American 
people to overthrow Richard Nixon.”’ 


EVEN SUCH black humor is 


_infrequent. It takes dogged determination 


to follow the hero (anti-hero?) through his 
checkered career. Father Greeley has 
favored us with a preface in which he 
disavows any identification of himself 
with Donlon or any reference to actual 
clergymen. 


At the end he gives us ‘‘A Personal 
Afterword,’’ saying ‘“‘my comedy of grace 
seeks to do, however ineptly, what the 
parables of Jesus did — tell a story of how 
God acts.’’ He also states that he has no 
intention of leaving the priesthood and he 
believes in a celibate clergy. 


Whether these apologiae will influence 
his readers seems doubtful. Leaving aside 
the fact that the book was written by a 
priest, with the attendant shock value, 
what do we have in this novel? This 
reviewer was left with the impression of 
too much action, too many theories and 
too much careless writing crammed into 
these pages. But the book will probably 
titillate those who are agog that a member 
of the cloth would produce this kind 
of...an unkind word comes to mind. 
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drugged,’’ wrote Father Ritter. ‘‘Another 
bewildered seven-year-old, with two front 
baby teeth missing, stared vacantly at the 
camera.”’ 


He said that according to what Hyman 
told the undercover agent, it’s quite easy 
to make this kind of pornography, even 
with children as young as five. It’s when 
they get older — 15, 16, and 17 — that 
you start running into problems because 
then they want a share of the money. 


And astounding though it might sound, 
the two-to-seven years sentence meted out 
by Judge Thomas Galligan to these two 
men, who showed no sign of remorse and 
laughed and joked in court, is considered 
a harsh one. 


DEFENSE ATTORNEY Marvyn 
Kornberg protested indignantly, “‘It is 
almost inconceivable that the district 
attorney is requesting a savage seven-year 
consecutive sentence for such a minimal 
transaction.”’ 


Manhattan District Attorney Robert 
Morgenthau’s reply to Kornberg was an 
eloquent one. The pornographic films, he 
said, ‘‘represent a form of child abuse as 
vile as any known to civilized society. The 
14 unknown children represent 14 lost 
lives.. Their presence can be neither 
dismissed. nor trivialized by this court. 
For it is the children, the 14 unknown 
children, who demand retribution and it 
is their moral right to present this demand 
to this court. The defendants traded the 
lives of the 14 children for $75 per reel. 
The life of a child was measured in dollars 
per reel of film.’”’ © 


Perhaps D’Allessio and Hyman 
showed such equanimity in the face of the 
prison terms that awaited them because 
they felt they were not alone, and in fact 
they are relatively important figures in 
the pornography industry. They 
managed bookstores that are subsidies of 
the Show World empire, controlled, 
according to Father Ritter, by a Mafia- 
related crime family in Philadelphia: 


SHOW WORLD’S major center is on 
8th Ave. and 42nd St., and just across the 
‘street from it — figuratively as well as 
literally since it-caters to homosexual 
tastes — is another reported Mafia- 
related enterprise, Show Palace. Father 
Ritter calls both ‘‘evil, menacing and 
corrupting presences in the heart of this 
country’s largest city’’ and points out that 
they are the first things that greet the eyes 
of the runaways who stream into New 
York through the Port Authority Bus

Swaggart still a bigot...

BATON ROUGE, La. (NC) — 
Bishop Stanley Ott of Baton Rouge 
termed recent two-hour-long talks with 
the Rev. Jimmy Swaggart, television 
evangelist, ‘‘open, vigorous, and without 
rancor.’’ But there is ‘“‘still a serious 
problem’’ with Mr. Swaggart’s anti- 
Catholic views, he said. 


The two met in late June at Mr. 
Swaggart’s World Ministry Center in 
Baton Rouge, at the bishop’s request, in 
an effort to mend a rift between Mr. 
Swaggart and the Roman Catholic 
Church. 


NO EXTRA 
CHARGE FGR& 
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MR. SWAGGART had condemned 
Catholicism in nationwide telecasts and 
his monthly magazine as a religion of 
‘ignorance, superstition and sin.”’ 

‘‘There is still a very serious problem,”’ 
said Bishop Ott in a statement after the 
meeting. ‘‘I believe that Rev. Jimmy 
Swaggart continues to harbor views and 
judgraents and make statements about the 
Catholic Church and our faithful which 
do not represent our condition with truth 
and fairness.”’ 

In his magazine, Mr. Swaggart had 
attacked Catholicism as ‘‘not a Christian 
organization.”

When the encyclical Humanae Vitae, 
(On Human Life) was signed by Pope 
Paul VI 15 years ago, the pope saw it as a 
possible ‘‘sign of contradiction’’ in light 
of modern practices. 


The encyclical, dated July 25, 1968, 
reaffirmed the Church’s teaching that 
human birth cannot be morally regulated 
by artificial means or by abortion or 
sterilization. 


‘““WE MUST once again declare that 
the direct interruption of the generative 
process already begun, and, above all, 
directly willed and procured abortion, 
even if for therapeutic reasons, are to be 
absolutely excluded as licit means of 
regulating birth,’’ the pope wrote in the 
5,300-word letter. 


“Similarly excluded is every action 
which, either in anticipation of the 


~ conjugal act, or in its accomplishment, or 


in the development of its natural 
consequences, proposes, whether as end 
or as a means, to render procreation 
impossible.”’ 

The encyclical morally approved of 
natural family planning when ‘“‘serious’’ 
physical, psychological and ‘‘external’’ 
conditions to space births exist. 


POPE PAUL acknowledged in the 
encyclical that his teaching might be 
controversial. 


“It can be foreseen that this teaching 
will perhaps not be easily received by all: 
too numerous are those voices — 
amplified by the modern means of 
propaganda — which are contrary to the 
voice of the Church,’’ the pope said. 


“To tell the truth, the Church is not 
surprised to be made, like her divine 
founder, a ‘sign of contradiction,’ yet she 
does not because of this cease to proclaim 
with humble firmness the entire moral 
law, both natural and evangelical,’’ he 
said. 


SHORTLY BEFORE this death in 
1978, Pope Paul referred to Humanae Vitae

as a ‘“‘painful document.”’ 


In attempting to proclaim the “‘entire 
moral law’’ on the regulation of birth, the 
pope based his prohibition of artificial 
birth control on the Church’s traditional 
understanding of married love, which had 
been reconfirmed by the Second Vatican 
Council. 


He also spelled out a Christian 
understanding of ‘‘responsible 
parenthood.”’ 


“CONJUGAL LOVE reveals its true 
nature and nobility when it is considered 
in its supreme origin, God, who is love,”’ 
the pope said. 

‘‘Marriage is not, then, the effect of 
chance or the product of evolution of 
unconscious natural forces; it is the wise 
institution of the creator to realize in 
mankind his design of love.”’ 


Married love ought to be, according to 
the encyclical: 

e ‘Fully human’”’ or “‘of the senses 
and spirit at the same time’’; 

e ‘‘A very special form of friendship 
in which husband and wife generously 
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share everything, without undue 
reservations or selfish calculations’’; 

e Faithful and exclusive until death; 
and 

© Destined to raise new lives. 

Married couples should see themselves 
as the ‘‘minister’’ of God’s design, rather 
than the ‘‘arbiter of the sources of human 
life,’’ the pope added. 


‘6... AN ACT of mutual love, which is 


detrimental to the faculty of propagating - 


life, which God the creator of all, has 
implanted in it according to special laws, 
is in contradiction both to the divine plan 

. and the will of the author of human 
life,’’ he said. 


“To use this divine gift destroying, 
even if only partially, its meaning and its 
purpose is to contradict the nature both of 
man and woman and of their most 
intimate relationship.”’ 


The two meanings of sexual intercourse 
in marriage — union and procreation — 
were not separable, the pope said. 


THE POPE praised modern concern 
for ‘‘responsible parenthood’’ but said 
the term must be carefully defined as ‘‘a 
more profound relationship to the 
objective moral order established by 


God.” 


“In the task of transmitting life; 
therefore, they (parents) are not free to 
proceed completely at will, as if they 
could determine in a wholly autonomous 
way the honest path to follow,’’ he 
continued. 


‘‘But they must conform their activity 
to the creative intention of God, 
expressed in the very nature of marriage 
and of its acts, and manifested by the 
constant teaching of the church.’’ 


THE POPE argued against two 
theological principles (the principle of 
lesser evil and the principle of totality) 
that had been used to favor birth control. 

“To justify conjugal acts made 
intentionally infecund, one cannot invoke 
as valid reasons, the lesser evil, or the fact 
that such acts would constitute a whole 
together with the fecund acts already 
performed or to follow later, and hence 
would share in one and the same moral 
goodness. 


“In truth if it is sometimes licit to 
tolerate a lesser evil in order to avoid a 
greater evil or to promote a greater good, 
it is not licit, even for the gravest reasons, 
to do evil so that good may follow 
therefrom; that is, to make into the object 
of a positive act of the will something 
which is intrinsically disordered... even 
when the intention is to safeguard or 
promote individual, family or social well- 
being.”’ 


THE POPE, however, insisted that 
the question of birth control be viewed 
from a ‘‘total vision”’ of the human being 
— not only from the ‘‘partial 
perspectives’ of the sciences but also 
from humanity’s ‘‘supernatural and 
eternal’’ vocation. 

Some Catholic couples would think the 
birth control teaching ‘‘impossible to 
actuate,’’ the pope said. He devoted the 
second longest section of the three part 
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letter to strengthening ‘“‘them in the path — 
of honest regulation of birth.’’ 


The pope advised them to use ‘‘much 
effort,’’ reliance on God and periodic 
continence. 


‘“‘THE HONEST practice of 
regulation of birth demands first of all 
that husband and wife acquire and 
possess solid convictions concerning the 
true values of life and of the family, and 
that they tend towards securing perfect 
self-mastery,’’ he said. 


‘‘And if sin should still keep its hold 
over them, let them not be discouraged, 
but rather have recourse with humble 
perseverance to the mercy of God, which 
is poured forth in the sacrament of

penance,’’ the pope said. 

A MONTH before the 10th 
anniversary of the encyclical and two 
before his death, Pope Paul commented 
candidly on the document in a special 
address to the College of Cardinals. 


“*Humanae Vitae was a painful document 
of our pontificate, not only because the 
issue was serious and delicate, but also — 
and perhaps even more important — 
because there was a certain climate of 
expectancy among Catholics and in the 
wider sphere of public opinion: which 
anticipated changes, relaxations or 
liberalizations of the church’s moral 
doctrine and teaching on marriage would 
be made.”’

An ‘ambitious’

LA JOLLA — A 1983-84 recital series 
that begins next month at Mary, Star of 
the Sea Church in La Jolla is just one part 
of an ambitious music program here. 


“T think I can say unblushingly that I 
have the most busy music calendar of any 
church in town,’’ Gerald Whitney, music 
director at the parish, said. 


LAST YEAR, the choir performed 12 
concerts in addition to its regular work at 
the 10 a.m. ‘“‘High Mass.’’ The choir 
performs more than a dozen Masses by 
Haydn, Mozart and Puccini, as well as 
one by Bill Lullo, a parishioner. 


“‘I want to develop.a concert tradition 
that can lead to a closer involvement of 
the Church and community.

Whitney, who has led the music 
program at Mary, Star of the Sea for two 
years, has a background well-suited to 
ecumenism, he noted.

WHILE PREPARING for the 
10-month concert schedule,. the Mary, 
Star choir is not resting. ‘‘Our choir 
doesn’t take a summer vacation...It does 
slow down,”’ he said.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — There were nearly 10 
million more Catholics in 1981 than in 1980, but the 
world’s population growth rate outstripped the church’s 
growth rate. 


The total numbers of Catholic priests and Religious 
declined in 1981, but key figures for eventually reversing 
that trend — the numbers of seminarians, newly ordained 
priests, and novices for Religious orders of men and 
women — all showed gains. 

THESE WERE among the main trends revealed by 
the Vatican’s 1981 Statistical Yearbook, which went on 
sale in mid-July. 

The yearbook showed that the world Catholic 
population in .1981 increased by 9,720,000, to 
794,380,000. 

But Catholics were only 17.7 percent of the world’s 
population at the end of 1981, compared to 19.9 percent 
at the close of the previous year. 

THE REASON was that Catholic population grew by 
1.2 percent, while the total world population increased at 
about twice that rate. According to the yearbook’s 


_ figures, the Catholic increase in 1981 was only 8.5 percent 


of that year’s total population growth of 114,196,000. 


Much of the statistical data in the 359-page yearbook 
focused on priests and Religious working throughout the 
Catholic world. 


Ordinations to the diocesan priesthood increased by 
121 to 3,981 during 1981, the statistics showed. 


THAT GAIN more than offset a small drop in 
ordinations for Religious congregations, which numbered 
1,908, or 19 fewer than the previous year. The combined 
total of ordinations, 5,889, represented an increase of 
102, or 1.8 percent, over 1980. 


The total number of priests in the world continued to 
decrease, however, because of deaths and ‘‘defections,’’ 
the Vatican said. 


In all, there were 255,904 diocesan and 155,170 
Religious priests at the end of 1981. The total, 411 074, 
represented a drop of 2,526, or 0.6 percent, fom the 
previous year’s total. 


DATA ON candidates for the priesthood indicated that 
the number of ordinations may continue to rise in future 
years. 

At the end of 1981, there were 68,633 major 
seminarians preparing for the priesthood, an increase of 
2,991 over 1980. The gain since 1975, the low point in 
seminary enrollment worldwide during the past-decade, 
was 8,491. ‘‘Major seminarians’’ are those in the six 
years of philosophy and theology studies preceding 
ordination. 


The number of novices for male and female Religious 
congregations also rose between 1980 and 1981 — 11.5 
percent for men and 6.0 percent for women. 


The number of male novices preparing for the 
priesthood was up 682 to 6,449, while the number of men 
preparing to be Religious Brothers increased 199 to 
2,076. 


THE NUMBER of women preparing to become 
Sisters went from 13,932 to 14,772 an increase of 840. 


However, the yearbook showed that the total number 
of Catholic nuns in the world decreased by 8,948, to 
952,043. The number of Religious Brothers dropped by 
3,279, to 70,621. 

The yearbook showed little change since 1973 in the 
distribution of clergy in relation to the number of 
Catholics in each part of the globe.

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THE LARGEST percentage of priests — 55.4 percent 
of the world’s total — was serving in Europe, where 34.4 
percent of the world’s Catholics live, at the end of 1981. 
In 1973, 60.1 percent of the world’s priests were serving 
in Europe, which at that time had 38 percent of the 
world’s Catholics. 


In the Americas in 1981, 27.8 percent of the world’s 
priests were serving 49.2 percent of the world Catholic 
population. 


But 16.4 percent of the priests were in North America 
(excluding Mexico) where only 7.8 percent of the world 
Catholic population resides, while 11.4 percent of the 
priests were in Latin America (including Mexico and the 
Caribbean), which has 41.4 percent of the world Catholic 
population. 


THIS MEANS that the average priest in Latin 
America must serve 7.6 times as many Catholics as the 
average priest in the United States or Canada. 


At the end of 1981 Africa had 4.1 percent of the world’s 


Catholic population up, priests and Religious down 


priests and 7.6 percent of the Gatholic population; Asia 
had 6.4 percent of the priests and 8.1 percent of the 
Catholics; and Oceania had 1.3 percent of the priests and 
0.7 percent of the Catholics. 


The - yearbook’s regional breakdowns comparing 
Catholic population to general population showed that the 
Catholic growth rate basically matched the general 
growth rate in all major regions except the Americas. 


IN THE Americas, with Latin American countries 
accounting for most of the difference, the ratio of 
Catholics to the total population rose from 62.4 percent in 
1980 to 62.8 percent in 1981. According to the Vatican 
figures, U.S. Catholics made up 22.15 percent of the total 
U.S. population. 


In other regions the 1980 and 1981 percentages 
remained the same: 39.9 percent of the European 
population, 25.5 percent in Oceania, 12, 5 percent in. 
Africa, and 2.4 percent in Asia. 


Five pro-life sit-in activists are sentenced 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — A Minnesota county judge 
sentenced five pro-life activists, convicted of trespassing at 
an abortion clinic, to community service with 
organizations other than pro-life groups. 


On July 1 Ramsey County Municipal Court Judge 
Donald E. Gross ordered the activists to perform 30 hours 
of service for groups other than pro-life organizations or 
spend 15 days in jail. Gross also required that they stay off 
the clinic’s property for a year. 


A SIX-MAN jury convicted Lois Giefer,; 19; Carol 
Huncha, 20; Margaret Ganther, 22; Brigid Halloran: 255 
and David Lehnen, 25, of trespassing at the Planned 
Parenthood Clinic in St. Paul. 


During an April 7 demonstration, organized by People 
Expressing a Concern for Everyone, the five entered the 
clinic and lay down in front of a door to protest abortions 
performed at the clinic. 


Before the trial Gross ruled out use of the defense of 
necessity, which allows someone to break the law in order 
to achieve a higher good. 


THE DEFENDANTS, except for Ms. Huncha, have 
agreed to perform the community service. Ms. Huncha 
said she may perform the community service but may 
refuse to record that with the court because she considers 
herself innocent. 


Ms. Huncha said all five activists may disobey the 
court’s order ‘to stay off the clinic’s property.
